MACKEREL SCARCE. 


The receipts of fresh mackerel during 


The 
principal reason for this is the fact that 
moat of the vessels are preserving their 
catches. The wholesale houses are not 
the only ones who are having trouble 
with receipts, Tho bluefish are keep- 
ing the mackerel out of the traps on 
Cage Cod, and the receipts from there 
have been extremely light, thus the 
fishermen at that point aro finding it 
hard work to get enough fish to make it 
pay even to salt. 


All through the season the mackerel 


which have been caught have been very 
large, in comparison with those of last 
year, and tho largest catches of medium 
lish are what w ould have been called 
large fish last year. Of late there huve 
been spike mackerel coming in from tie 
shore traps, aud tnese have sold at about 
S3 per lurri-1.

The 
principal reason for this is the fact that 
most of the vessels are preserving their 
catches. The wholesale houses are not 
the only ones who are having trouble 
with reoe-.pta, The bluefish are keep- 
ing the mackerel out of the traps en 
Cage Cod, and Ihe receipts from there 
have been extremely light, thus tbe 
fishermen at that point are finding it 
hard woik to get enough fish to make it 
pay even to salt. 


All through the season tbe mackerel 


which have been caught have been very 
large, in comparison with those of last 
year, and the largest catches of medium 
fish are what v, onld have been called 
large fish last year. Of late tbere have 
been spike mack&rel coming in from tbe 
shore traps, and tnese have sold at about 
S3 per barn-l.
